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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. In 
response to Examiner's assertion that it is not clear as to the purpose of the metal ion chelating polysaccharide, Applicant responds that 
one of skill in the art would readily know the metes and bounds of this term, particuarty when read in view of the specification at page 28, 
lines 4-19. Although the specification on page 28 describes what the metal ion chelating polysaccharide constitutes, the disclosure does 
not clarify the purpose of the metal ion chelating polysaccharide What is the purpose of having the polysaccharide chelate metal ions? It 
is not clear. Applicant also argues that Wohlstadter et al. does not teach the sensitivity element of 10 pg/ml as recited in the claims. 
Examiner reasserts that the assay, with the reporter agents used, provides a sensitivity as claimed by Applicant Since Wohlstadter uses 
the same reagents as in the claimed method, the same level of sensitivity (10 pg/ml) will be achieved. 
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
